Chief Chemist Gives Orders For Ben 


Davis Apples Not to be Scld 


For Another Variety. 


VIOLATION OF THE STATE LAW 


TI. E. Barnard, chief chemist for 
the State board of health, has issued 
orders to his force of field inspec­ 
tors to arrest apple dealers caught 
selling Ben Davis apples for another 
variety. 
The order follows a report 


to the effect that some dealers are 
selling such apples by representing 
them to be Roman Beauties, New 
York Pippins and other varieties. 
Mr. Barnard says that such mis­ 
representation concerning apples is 
as much a violation of the State food 
law as selling coffee or any 
other 


food under a false label. 
He says 


he has no objection do the Ben Davis 
apple, but when sold it must be sold 
as a Ben Davis apple and not offered 
as some other variety.

THE MASSACRE 
OF SiANFU 


Later Details of Bloody Event Do Not 


Materially Change the Story Told in 


First Brief Dispatches— Among the 


Slain Was Mrs. Beckman, an Am eri­ 


can School Teacher — Yuan’s First 


Repressive Move Against Rebels. 


Peking, Nov. 237—The extent of the 
m assacre a t Sianfu is not yet fully 
cleared up, but it seem s not to have 
exceeded w hat has already been re­ 
ported, the death of Mrs. Beekm an, 
an Am erican school teacher, and five 
foreign children; a G erm an in the 
Chinese mail service, and a num ber of 
Chinese girls who w ere attending Mrs. 
B eckm an’s school, who on accbunt of 
the norm al size of th eir feet w ere m is­ 
taken for M anchus. Mr. Beckm an was 
wounded, but m anaged to escape with 
his child. 
O ther foreigners took ref­ 
uge am ong C hristians and later es­ 
caped. 
T here were about eighty for­ 
eigners, m ostly m issionaries, in the 
province of Shensi, of whom fifty were 
at Sianfu. 
The w arnings sent out by 
th e legations a t Peking telling them 
to move tow ard the coast, did not 
reach m any of the foreigners before 
th e com m unication was stopped. 
An 
Englishm an of the nam e of K eyte has 
started for Sianfu from Peking alone 
to ascertain the facts. 
It is understood th a t Yuan Shih 
K ai’s first repressive move will be 
against the Shansi rebels. 
Troops are 
assem bling for this m ovem ent at Shih- 
kiachang, and it is stated th a t the no­ 
torious Boxer general, Chang Wet Chi, 
will he in command of this arm y. The 
next step will be to reinforce the im­ 
perial troops at Hankow, raising the 
num ber th ere to 50,000, but it m ay be 
a fortnight before th ere are im portant 
operations there. 
It is stated that 
th ere are forty-eight battalions of in­ 
fantry, eighteen batteries of artillery 
and eight regim ents of cavalry around 
Peking and 12,000 m ore m en north of 
th e Hoangho who are available for 
Y uan’s purpose.

Shanghai, Nov. 23.—Delay attributed 
to the unexpected loyalty of Chang

are now on the way from Chinkiang 
to Nanking, and an attack on the city 
is expected on Friday. 
The fighting at Hankow is now the 
fiercest th at has yet occurred, and the 
firing is m ore deadly. 
An im perial 
general has been killed and the cas­ 
ualties on both sides have been ex­ 
trem ely num erous. 
Foreigners are in­ 
dignant over the lack of protection 
for the concessions, which are in dan­ 
ger of being attacked by eith er of the 
com batants.

Stanley, chairman of the steel A/ramit- 
tee, a subpena server would be on the 
oil m an’s trail today.

~ Leonidas Merritt, brother of W itness 
Alfred, who previously had so graphic­ 
ally discoursed to the committee how 
he had been ‘trim m ed” by John D., 
was before Mr. Stanley and h is'asso ­ 
ciates practically all day. 
He made 
an extremely picturesque witness. He 
used homely language and rural ex­ 
pletives, and at times during his testi­ 
mony, especially when describing how 
he was separated from his fortune by 
Mr. Rockefeller and the Rev. Gates, 
the tears rolled down his cheeks and 
he choked so that he could not pro­ 
ceed. 
“Just think of It,” he cried at the 
climax of his testimony, as he waved 
his big fist in tho air, “when I went to 
try to see Rockefeller, my brother, 
my friends and myself had $20,000,000 
worth of property. 
I got about $420,- 
000 from Rockefeller in loans and put 
up $10,000,000 worth of securities as 
collateral.” 
“And what did you have when your 
four months of business dealing with 
Mr. Rockefeller were at an end?” in­ 
quired Representative Beall of Texas. 
“I had a chance to walk from New’ 
York to Duluth on the ties—that's all,” 
he replied, slamming his hand on the 
1 table. 


The Hypnotic Mr. Rockefeller. 
Although W itness Leonidas describ­ 
ed himself, as did his brother Alfred 
the day before, as a “lumber jack w’ho 
knew’ more about woodcraft than high 
finance.” 
he declared 
in the same 
breath that it was not until he came 
under the mesmeric influence of John 
D. Rockefeller himself that he entered 
into the consolidation of the Mesabe 
ore and railroad properties, long de­ 
sired by Mr. Rockefeller and which 
finally resulted in transform ing the 
Merritts from millionaires to paupers. 
He describe^, his single brief interview 
with Mr. Rockefeller when he suc­ 
cumbed to the “influence.” 
It seems that when Leonidas went 
to New York in the panicky days of ’93 
to talk over the consolidation plans 
proposed by Mr. Rockefeller, he was 
met by the Rev. Dr. Gates. 
The latter 
became his constant companion and 
harped all the time, the witness said 
on the honesty and piety of the oil 
king. 
But despite the persuasions of 
Mr. Cates, he refused, he testified, to 
the Rockefeller proposition, although 
he and those interested with him in 
his properties were mighty hard up 
and needed money the w’orst way. 
Fi­ 
nally Mr. Gates told M erritt that Rock­ 
efeller w’anted to see him. 
“I felt honored,” said Leonidas, “at 
being called before such a magnate. 
Rockefeller shook hands with me in a 
nice, gentlemanly way. 
He seemed 
such a kindly, brotherly sort of a fel­ 
low. He talked about the weather and 
asked after my family. 
He told me 
that my brother and I were all right, 
for he had looked us up and that we 
had done a great work in Minnesota 
and deserved a great reward. He said 
lf he would agree to the consolidation 
he proposed to take care of us. 
He 
said he was proud to be our partner 
and banker. 
He said he never specu­ 
lated and so wouldn’t take stock In the 
proposed consolidation—he would just 
keep the bonds.” 
Mr. Merritt leaned back in his chair, 
locked his hands behind his head and 
gazed at the ceiling. 
“Rockefeller 
captured me,” he said. 
“I told him I 
would agree to his plan, and then he 
turned me over to the Rev. Dr. Gates 
once more.” 
Mr. Merritt told the com mittee that 
he and his brother might have saved 
their millions if they had listened to

London, Nov. 23.—This announce­ 
ment appears in the London Gazette: 
“Notice is hereby given that the ap­ 
pointments of the Rev. F. P. Farrar as 
domestic chaplain and chaplain in or­ 
dinary to the king and as honorary 
domestic chaplain to Queen Alexandra 
are cancelled.” 
The Itev. F. P. Farrar, who is a son 
of the late Dean Farrar, had been one 
of the royal 
chaplains 
for several 
years and was a trusted friend and 
confidant of the late King Edward and 
Queen Alexandra, and of the present 
king and queen. 
So much, indeed, 
was he in the royal favor that it was 
confidently expected he would sooner 
or later be elevated to the rank of 
bishop."^ 
The announcement of his dism issal 
has caused the .profoundest sensation 
in court, society and religious circles. 
Several charges of drunkenness and 
immorality are now being investigated 
by the bishop of Norwich, in which 
diocese the accused clergyman’s par­ 
ish of Sandringham is situated. 
It is alap announced that in conse­ 
quence of the allegations against him 
the Rev. F. P. Farrar also has resigned 
the rectorship of Sandringham, where 
the residence of the late King Edward 
and Que* n Alexandra was situated.

that if Rockefeller protected us the 
interests of others might be thrown 
down.

him and said, ‘Gates, w e’ve got laws 
in our country. To do what you desire 
would land us in jail.

“I turned to Gates,” replied the wit­ 
ness “and said: ‘You have. just come 
from Rockefeller.

ness Leonidas paused and mopped his 
brow. 
“Gates seemed amazed,” he contin­ 
ued. ‘ that T would not do what they 
wanted, and once he threatened that 
I d have to w’alk home on the ties. 
The next day I was informed that we 
must pay our loans within twenty-four 
hours. 
There I was stranded in New 
York.

Merritt had been growing more and 
more excited as he went on with his 
narrative.

Monument Recently Erected at Steu­ 
benville, Ohio, to Lincoln’s Sec­ 
retary of War. 


Steubenville, O.—Old Home week In 
Steubenville was most fittingly select­ 
ed as the appropriate time to dedicate 
a monument to the town’s most distin­ 
guished son, Edwin McMasters Stan­ 
ton, the war secretary of President 
Lincoln. 
At the dedication great of­ 
ficials of the nation were present to 
honor the memory of one of the his­ 
toric characters of his time. 
Edwin McMasters Stanton was born 
in 1814 and his early life, owing to 
the death of his father, who was a 
physician, was a struggle against pov-

erty. 
By hard work he''managed to 
study law and his rise in his protea* 
Bion was rapid. 
In December, i860, 
he was appointed attorney general by 
President Buchanan and in 1862 Presi­ 
dent Lincoln appointed him secretary 
of war. 
He retired from this arduous 
Hest in May, 1868, broken. In health, 
his lucrative practice, which he had 
sacrificed to his country, 
all 
gone, 
bankrupt in purse* once more to face 
the world. 
Although only in his fifty- 
fourth year, he had lived a genera­ 
tion in the preceding six years, and 
the process was slow and halting. He 
made 
telling 
speeches 
for General 
Grant in the presidential campaign of 
lKfS, the first of which was at Steu­ 
benville 
On December 20, I860, he 
was appointed associate justice of the 
suprem e court, but never 
took 
his 
seat. 
He died lucern ber 2| and his 
hod} 
rests 
in 
Oak 
Hill 
cemetery, 
Washington.

has no natural enem ies in this coun­ 
try. 
Wherever man does not combat 
it the scale multiplies unchecked un­ 
til the trees on which it is found die. 
Most of our old home orchards have 
passed out of existence by way of the 
scale route. This loss of good, healthy, 
bearing trees is a preventable one and | 
some of the very effective remedies ' 
should be applied in the earlier stages ; 
of the scale infestation. 
The best remedy for the San Jose 
scale that has yet been found is lime- 
sulphur 
wash. 
This 
material

either be bought in the form

should be diluted a t the rate of one 
gallon to nine of w ater and the home­ 
made solution diluted at the rate of 
one gallon to six of water. Both spray 
solutions will then test about 4.5 de­ 
grees Baume on the hydrometer. 
As the lime sulphur solution Is a 
contact insecticide, every portion of 
the tree should be coated 
If the 
scales are to be killed they m ust be 
struck with the spray solution. 
Great 
care should be exercised in the appli­ 
cation of the m aterial as those scales 
not killed can reinfect the whole tree 
in one season. 
Contrary to popular belief, the San 
Jose scale is not the hardest pest to 
control which infests 
the 
orchard. 
Proper material applied at the proper 
time and in the proper way will kill 
90 per cent of the insects. Either pur­ 
chase a good brand of

own and then apply it conscientiously

The remarkable efficiency of the silo 
for increasing the feeding value of the 
corn plant has been clearly demon­ 
strated with cattle, but has often been 
looked upon by sheepmen with sus­ 
picion. 
T hat such suspicions are not 
well founded is shown by the follow­ 
ing trial conducted at this station in 
1910-11. 
By the addition of corn sib 
age to a ration of shelled corn and 
clover hay fed to western lambs, the 
rate of gain was Increased five per 
cent, and the cost of gain decreased 
ten per cent. 
Moreover, the selling 
value of the lambs was Increased ten 
cents per IOO pounds by the addition 
of the silage to the ration. 
As a re­ 
sult jpf these advantages gained by­ 
feeding silage there was a difference 
of 24.5 cents per lamb in favor of us­ 
ing cora silage as a part of the ration. 
The value of corn silage is further em­ 
phasized by another trial made where 
corn, cottonseed meal and clover hay 
was the basal ration. 
In this case, 
there was a saving in cost of gain of 
40 cents per IOO pounds and an addi­ 
tional selling price of 15 cents per IOO 
pounds. 
In feeding corn silage to lambs, sev 
eral facts must 
be 
borne in nffnd. 
Principally among these, It should be 
remembered that moldy silage Is prac­ 
tically always fatal to sheep. 
A large 
per cent, of the fatalities among sheep 
receiving silage occur in the spring 
when the weather is getting warm and 
the tendency for silage to mold is 
great 
Also there is sometimes loss 


from sheep eating from a pile of dis­ 
carded siiage containing moldy m a­ 
terial. 
The injurious effect of moldy 
silage Is so clearly proven that great 
care must be taken that all parts are 
free from mold. 
Another great cause of injury to 
Iambs from silage is extreme acidity 
of the silage. 
When the corn Is put 
into the silo before it has become 
fairly well matured, undue quantities 
of acid are formed. 
Silage contain­ 
ing these large amounts of acid cause 
derangem ent of the digestive tracts of 
the lambs with the final result of a 
loss of some animals. 
The corn when 
put Into the silo should have the grains 
■dented 
one-third 
and 
one-half 
the 
blades brown. In fact, the corn should 
be almost ready to put into the shock 
before it is ripe enough for good silage 
for fattening animals. 
With these precautions, silage is a 
very, safe feed for fattening lambs. 
One to two pounds of corn silage in 
a ration containing clover hay and 
corn stimulates 
the 
digestion 
and 
keeps the lambs in great vigor and ro 
bust health and finally returns a hand­ 
some profit over a similar flock not 
receiving the silage. 


The orchard should not be neglect­ 
ed 
during the 
winter. 
There are 
many things that can be done In the 
orchard after the fruit has been taken 
off that will increase the returns very 
materially.
